It is apparent to any one familiar 


with the newspaper business that the 
papers here are published and sold at 
an actual and considerable loss; and 
this loss must be made good by their 
other departments, or, 
otherwise, 


business failure is only a question of 
time. No further proof 
oC this la 


necessary than to recall the atl too 
frequent newspaper re-organisations, 
changes', failures and losses in this 
city. 
Papers have been sold at less 


than ccst and the resultant losses 
were only to be expected. 


The citizen of Portsmouth, unless 


be has investigated the matter, has 
no idea nf the excellence and superior- 
ity of the daily papers here, com- 
pared with those in cities of similar 
size. 
Yet the papers here sell at six 


cents a week, while everywhere else 
the dailies sell at the standard prices 
of ten and twelve cents a week. 


Early in 1898, the paper trust, 


aided by the demand for paper caused 
by the war, made a startling advance 
in the price of paper, and the trust 
still holds the price up without a 
break. The telegraph service has 
also been increased in volume and 
correspondingly iu cost. 


These aorl many other items of in- 


creased expense render it a matter of 
-absolute impossibility to 
sell the 


••papers at only six cents a week with- 
out a large addition to the already 
•considerable loss. The Blade and the 
'Times both saw that an advance in 
the price to ten cents a week had be- 
come imperative. 


The former 
proprietor 
of 
the 


Times, Mr. J. ti. Patterson;, called 
upon Mr. Simmons, the 
business 


manager of the Blade in June, 1898 
and submitted a proposition to make 
a change in price that would stop the 
loss. A basis of agreement could not 
toe reached, however, until on Sep- 
tember 7tu, when it was verbally 
•agreed to raiae the price to tea cents 
-a week on October first. This agree- 
ment was subsequently reduced to 
writing, but before could be acted on 
by the directors of the two companies, 
Mr. Patterson was suddenly called 
•out of the country. The relations be- 
tween the two papers, on his return, 
became so bittnr that the agreement 
was never formally executed, but is 
still preserved in our archives as a 
souvenir of the only amiable relations 
the Blade, under its present manage- 
ment, over had with Mr. Patterson. 


When the change in the manage- 


ment of tho Times was made in De- 
•cembor, the interrupted negotiations 
were again resumed. It has been 
found u matter of wisdom and neces- 
sity to stop selling papers at a large 
loss, and accordingly the Times and 
the Blade will botli advance the price 
to ten cents a week on January 30th. 


It has been just two years since the 


Blade, not as a matter of bnsiness, 
but as a war measure in a terriiic 
newspaper light, was completed to 
make a senseless and money losing 
cut iu its price from ten to six centa. 
It was compelled to meet the six cent 
price of the Times and the five cent 
price of the Tribune. 
All the papers 


knew they were losing money in the 
folly, but it was a question of the 
survival of the tittcsl. 


SUBSCRIPTION BATES. 


Newspaper men from 
different 


states have always given The Times' 
opinioo tbat six cents a week'was too 
low for it.",They said 
we were 


"Spreading 'ourselves too much to 
afford it." What they mean is that 
tbe size and quality of paper The 
Times .was daily putting out could 
not be" profitably produced at the 
price at which it was sold. They 
recognized the fact that there is 
scarcely such another paper as The 
Times published in a,town the size of 
Portsmouth. .More work, more talent 
and more money go into it than in 
tbe average papers of towns twice 
tbe size of this. In nearly every 
other place papers not anyways near 
so large, nor so good as The Times, 
and costing very^ much less to pro- 
duce, sell at ten cents. It was only 
a question of days .when Tbe Times 
had to come to ten cents a week or 
slow its gait. When the paper was 
doubled in size, most editors thought 
the choice of alternatives was at 
band, when the war gave a newly 
formed trust an excuse to put up the 
price of paper, and it raised it about 
forty per cent. The management of 
The Times realized that it was a sim- 
ple business necessity tbat it take one 
end of the dilemma. It chose to 
make the raise in price, believing j 
that the people and Portsmouth de- 
mand a paper that means no superior 
in its class.

sudden and mysterious deaths have

Mountain. 


Home, Baxter county, into a panic. 


No less than six men, all of whom 


Were apparently in robust health, have 
been suddenly stricken and died with- 
in a very short time after the attack. 
In every case there were unmistakable 
symptoms of poisoning. Besides those 
who have died a number of others 
have suddenly become violently ill and 
their lives saved only by prompt med- 
ical attention. The physicians have 
been kept busy workin- vith the stom- 
ach pumps,,and the u.ir.and at the 
local-drug store for poison antidotes 
has been enormous. 
. At-different places four men died in 
almost the same manner, showing the 
same symptoms. They suddenly grew 
faint, their faces turned deathly pale, 
the legs weakened under them and 
they fell to the ground and in a few 
minutes they were dead. 
A strange 


feature of this series of mysterious 
deaths is that in every case the victim 
has been a male persuii. This led io 
the belief in the minds of some people 
that a systematic effort was being 
made in some mysterious way to rid 
the community of at least a large por- 
tion of its male population, and that 
the agency employed was some power- 
ful poison. 


Some ' men 
became 
so frightened 


that they refused to eat or drink any- 
thing until they were out of the neigh- 
borhood. 


It developed on Investigation that 


the victims had in all cases taken a 
drink of whisky shortly before the at- 
tack. The discovery seemed to settle 
the fact that poisonous whisky was 
the cause of the deaths, but there is 
no saloon at Mountain Home, and the 
source from which the whisky comes 
is a mystery.
